SAT's  came  and  went,  as  did  college  applications.  We  began  to  receive  answers.  Some  of  us  would  attend 
Northeastern,  some  B.U.,  U.Mass  -  Amherst,  Wellesley,  Emmanuel,  Tufts,  Mass.  College  of  Art,  Burdett,  and 
Johnson  and  Wales,  just  to  name  a  few.
